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Solar field 


A DISUSED airfield in Culmhead, formerly RAF 
Culmhead, could be the location of a new solar field 
that has been proposed by Wellington-based energy 
firm Renewable Power, working in conjunction with 
German firm Notus Energy. 

The site is approximately 1.5km northeast of 
Churchstanton and 8km southeast of Wellington and, 
according to Renewable Power, will generate “clean, 
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economic electricity with minimal impact on the 
countryside”. 

To generate this power the field will use solar 
photovoltaic (PV) technology that will silently convert 
sunlight into electricity on the 18-hectare site, which is 
approximately one-tenth of the aerodrome's land area. 

The field hopes to generate up to five megawatts of 
power, enough to power 1,000 homes. 

The south west is seen as an ideal place to develop solar 
energy as it has the greatest concentration of sunshine in 
the UK. 

A public consultation meeting took place at 
Churchinford Village Hall on Friday, February 17th where 
designs for the site, along with archeological and 
environmental survey results, were presented to those in 
attendance. 

A concerned Blackdown Hills resident contacted View 
from the Blackdown Hills to raise the issue and said: 
“There are a number of serious implications such as the 
expense that needs to be offset by taxpayer subsidies, panel 
lifespan and the toxic nature of the gases used in them. 
These are some of the long term effects that need to be 
balanced against the need to consider sustainable energy. 

“Whilst we do need to work towards a viable solution to 
our energy crisis, I and other residents do not believe that 
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an AONB is an appropriate site for such an industrial plant 
and all the security fencing and cameras that are required.” 

Iain Beath, director of Renewable Power, when 
commenting on the public meeting, said: “The public 
engagement was to understand the reaction to the project, 
gauge the level of support, and see whether we need to 
make changes to the plans. 

“Some people living nearby were against the plans but 
overall I think there was support.” 

Mr Beath continued that he hoped there would be 
benefits for the local community from the development 
and that it was up to local community groups and leaders 
to work with them to decide what form these benefits 
would take. 

When asked how he thought the solar field would fit into 
an area of outstanding natural beauty (AONB), Mr Beath 
said: “The site is enclosed by vegetation and there are 
already a number of man-made buildings, including a wind 
turbine. I think that a greater number of smaller sites 
scattered around would be more damaging.” 

According to Mr Beath, solar power is becoming more 
affordable with the government subsidies, once 29.9p per 
unit of electricity, falling to between 4.7p and 8p per unit 
as of this coming July. He added: “All renewables are 
subsidised.” 

As of yet a planning application for the site has not been 
submitted.

Blackdown and East Devon 
Woodland Association with

THE Blackdown Hills Woodland Association 
had its annual meeting on March 22nd and 
Kate Mobbs-Morgan gave a cracking 
presentation on Horse Logging. 

She will be bringing her Horses to Park Farm for a 
Horse Logging course on April 26th. 

The tree planting season is over now and I have had 
to start watering already. We, on this side of the 
country, are relatively well off for water, but in the 
east it is bad. I have a friend who farms in the east and 
has had to cancel the planting of 100 hectare of 
vegetables, he also planted seven hectare of new 
woodland this winter and reckons most of the trees 
will die, as he has no water. 

Preparations for the woodland fair are well under 
way and the publicity material will be out this month. 
So if you have a place to put up a poster or distribute 
some leaflets then let me know and I will get some to 
you. 

The Forestry Commission is one of the main 
sponsors again this year, and I think its great that a 
large government body like that supports small local 
events. 

Two other sponsors are Taunton Dean Borough 
Council and The Blackdown Hills AONB, a small 
event like this needs sponsors and would find it 
difficult to survive without them. 

I was part of a delegation to Normandy to assess the 
way the French coppice their hedges for wood fuel 
and, apart from being well looked after, I found out 
something quite extraordinary. While visiting a farm 
near the coast, I asked the farmer why there were so 
many old trees in the hedges and were they any good 
for timber. He replied that all trees over 60 years old 
cannot be used for wood fuel or timber. This is 
because they were full of shrapnel, and no mill of 
chipper would touch them. I found that quite moving, 
especially as two of my uncles were part of the 
landings and landed a few miles away. 

Over the past 10 years I have been taking yearly 
measurements of the major trees in my wood and 
others. These yearly measurements (increments) can 
then be put on a graph (I can hear some of you say I 
should get out more). Once on the graph you can 
trace growth trends. 

From those trends you can also trace weather 
patterns, rain fall, sunlight, and sometimes disease. 

I hear you ask why. Well it helps to asses whether 
the correct tree is in the correct place for optimal 
growth. 

When doing any work on trees or hedges please 
look out for nesting birds and, unless absolutely 
necessary, leave until September.

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Green policy 
celebrations 


DEVON farmer Henry Gent has 
recently celebrated his Food and 
Agriculture paper becoming 
official Green Party Policy 
following the Green Party’s spring 
conference, which closed on 
Monday, February 27th. 

Mr Gent, who farms cattle at 
Mosshayne Farm, Broadclyst, has been 
a member of the Green party for the past 
two years. 

He said: “Green party policy will 
support small and local farms in our 
region. Our policies would put more 
local food into schools, hospitals, 
restaurants and local shops. 

“We would also require more accurate 
labelling of food so you’d know where 
your food comes from and how it was 
produced.” 

Ex-chef and Bristol Green Party 
councillor Gus Hoyt, a member of the 


team that developed the policy, said: 
“The answer is staring up at us from the 
plate. Better use of the resources of our 
own countryside will reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions and other pollution. 
Better use of our own food supply will 
benefit countryside and wildlife.” 

The policy states that changes in food 
markets and patterns of production and 
consumption can secure food security 
on a local as well as global level and 
that agriculture can form part of the 
solution the challenges our environment 
faces. 

Covered in the paper adopted at the 
spring conference are topics such as 
biodiversity, genetic modification, 
biofuels and non-food crops as well as 
sustainable and animal farming.

People talking will

DESPITE throwing its support behind the 
scheme being dubbed the ‘Portas Pilot’, the 
Blackdown Hills Business Association believes 
the real benefits for the region’s high streets lie 
with people getting together and discussing 
issues regarding their town centres.

“The process is very positive, getting town teams 
together, addressing the situation and talking about 
positive ways of tackling problems,” Ms Baker said. 

Rather than the one time influx of money, Ms Baker 
felt that the lasting legacy of the scheme is instead that 
the process focuses the mind and invigorates people to 
address the problems their town may be facing. 


Footpath users call 
by parish council 

HEMYOCK Parish Council is calling for 
anyone who can give evidence of using a 
footpath from Burleyhayes to the Blackdown 
Common over the past 20 years to come 
forward. 

Devon County Council is currently reviewing 
footpaths in the area and seeks relevant evidence to 
support the proposal to make the path, from near 
Burleyhayes Cottage, Culm Davy, going north¬ 
westerly to Blackdown Common, a public right of 
way. 

The review of public rights of way is a continuous 
and compulsory process under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act 1981, which obliges county council’s 
to keep definitive maps of public rights of way and 
amend routes where necessary.

“Through our choice of a mature 
contractor with an impressive track record, 
we have set down a marker that we are 
determined to follow through with our 
promise that this relocation will not only

Hills’ eggs survey 
attracts Countryfile 

BLACKDOWN Hills Brown Hairstreak egg 
survey has garnered attention from BBC’s 
Countryfile, being featured on the programme 
with volunteer co-ordinator Jilly Ould helping 
presenter Matt Baker to find the tiny white eggs 
on blackthorn scrub. 

According to Neroche, the Brown Hairstreak 
butterfly is an uncommon and elusive creature that 
lays eggs on the young blackthorn growth found in 
hedgerows. 

Unfortunately modern flailing methods used to 
cultivate these hedgerows can be devastating for 
Brown Hairstreak population with entire colonies 
destroyed. Instead, selective flailing over a three-year 
rotation is encouraged to help protect the butterflies 
and allow them to thrive. 

Neroche added that the traditional methods of 
hedgelaying are more likely to ensure the survival of 
the eggs with the Blackdown Hills possessing many 
miles of hedgerows for the Brown Hairstreaks. 

The hedgerows at Mount Fancy farm reserve 
featured on Countryfile were completed by the 
Neroche Conservation Volunteers.

Ten things you can do to help 
nature's top pollinators! 

There are about two hundred and fifty species of bee in the UK, only 25 of these are native 
British. Of half of what existed in the 1950's, three have already become extinct, five are cur¬ 
rently under threat and two more are seriously close.

Located in the village of Uffculme, in the peaceful 
Culm Valley, Coldharbour Mill is a rare survivor 
of the Industrial Revolution. Built in 1799, it 
enabled a local Wool Merchant, Thomas Fox, 
to introduce machines for wool processing into 
a community very experienced in the domestic 
process. 

Visitors can see examples of early 19th century machines 
and watch later examples which are still being used to 
produce knitting wools. 

Weaving is also demonstrated on traditional shuttle 
looms. There are a Restaurant & Shop on site and pleasant 
walks along the nearby ex-railway line and river. 

The Mill is open from 10am - 4pm every weekday and 
at weekends from June to August. A charge is made for 
admission.

Dunkeswell Abbey 

The abbey is two miles north of the village. The 
abbey was founded in 1201 by William Briwere 
as a Cistercian monastery and offshoot of Forde 
Abbey. 

The founder granted much property within Devon to the 
abbey. Around two years before his death in 1226, he 
entered the community and was eventually buried in front 
of the high altar of the abbey church. 

The abbey was closed in 1539 and granted to Lord Rus¬ 
sell, and was mostly demolished quickly, though a section 
remained in domestic use until the 19th century. In 1 842, a 
parish church was built over part of the site. Some surviving 
fragments of monastery include the partial end wall of the 
cellarer's range and parts of a gatehouse. Some carved 
fragments survive within Holy Trinity Church which was 
built here in 1 842 in Early English style.

Dunkeswell Aerodrome 
is a busy civilian air¬ 
field with a mix of light 
aircraft, microlights 
and parachuting. 

Nearby is North Hill, an 
airstrip run by the local glid¬ 
ing club. 

Dunkeswell Aerodrome has 
a CAA Ordinary Licence 
(Number P674) that allows 
flights for the public transport 
of passengers or for flying 
instruction as authorised by 
the licensee (Air Westward 
Limited). The aerodrome is not 
licensed for night use. 

The airfield was opened 
in 1943, during the Sec¬ 
ond World War, as RAF 
Dunkeswell. The station was 
originally planned as a RAF 
Fighter Command, then a RAF 
Coastal Command airfield, 
but was transferred for use by 
American units. 

It was first used by the 
American United States Army 
Air Force's Antisubmarine 
Command, 479th Antisub¬ 
marine Group, as a base of 
operations to fly antisubma¬ 
rine missions over the Bay 
of Biscay using specialized 
B-24 Liberator bombers from 


August until November. 

In November the United 
States Army Air Forces turned 
over the antisubmarine mis¬ 
sion to the United States Navy 
and its Liberators were reas¬ 
signed to Navy Patrol Bomber 
Squadron VPB-103, Fleet Air 
Wing 7, which continued 
aerial antisubmarine opera¬ 
tions from the station, the 
AAF aircraft being redesig¬ 
nated under the USN/USMC 
system of the time as PB4Y-1 
Liberators. 

This was the first United 
States Navy unit to train with 
the RAF, later followed by 
VB-105 and VB-1 10. The 
Naval antisubmarine squad¬ 
rons moved to RAF Upottery 
in November 1944. 

With the departure of the 
Americans, the RAF used the 
airfield from August 1945 
to April 1946 for ferrying 
aircraft to the Middle East by 
16 Ferry Unit, RAF Transport 
Command. 

After September 1946 the 
station was put on care and 
maintenance status until the 
end of 1948, when it was sold 
by the Ministry of Defence.

A base used during D-Day by the 101 st Air¬ 
borne, Upottery airfield lies on the outskirts 
of the village of Smeatharpe, 6 miles north of 
Honiton and 6 miles east of the USN station 
at Dunkeswell. 

Upottery was one of two Devonshire bases from 
which the 101st Airborne Division embarked (to 
Normandy) on the night of June 5th 1944 as part of 
the D-Day invasion. 

On the night of 5th June 1 944 Dakotas lifted off 
from Upottery Airfield in Devon as part of the D-Day 
invasion of Normandy. 

Anyone familiar with the opening scenes of the TV 
adaptation of the 'Band of Brothers' will be familiar 
with this scene. 

On the night of 5th June 1944 Airborne forces from 
the 101st Airborne Division took off from airfields 
around Devon as part of Operation Neptune, the 
airborne part of the D-Day landings. 

Today a former sentry-box at the village of Churchin- 
^ ford has been made into a memorial. 

- The memorial reads: "Just after midnight on the night 

of June 5th 1944: 81 C-47 unarmed transport aircraft 
departed from this airfield carrying 1 357 Paratroops 
who were to be dropped behind enemy lines near the 
coast of France on D-Day. 

At dawn on the morning of the 7th June 1944: 50 
C-47 aircraft towing 30 Horsa gliders and 20 Waco 
gliders departed for France carrying 968 Glider Infan¬ 
try troops in the second airborne wave of the invasion. 
Here in honoured memory are those killed in transit on 
those two missions".

Dunkeswell Memorial Museum is dedicated to all the Vet¬ 
erans of United States Fleet Air Wing 7 and RAF personnel 
who served on the only American Navy air base commis¬ 
sioned on UK soil during World War II.

The Sidmouth Arms formed 
part of the Sidmouth Estate, 
and in the sale particulars, as 
quoted below was listed as 
Lot 89. 

The Sidmouth Estate was acquired 
by the Addington family in 1780. 
In 1789 Henry Addington became 
a Speaker of the House of Com¬ 
mons and in 1801 became Prime 
Minister. Henry Addington was 
created Viscount Sidmouth in 1 805 
as recognition of his service to his 
country. 

The Estate was centered around the 


picturesque village of Uppottery, 
about 4 miles north of Honiton and 
1 2 miles south of Taunton. 

The estate of 4445 acres was sold on 
Tuesday, 1 Oth June 1954 with many 
of the tenants purchasing the freehold 
of their premises. 

The Sidmouth Arms is situated in the 
centre of the village and is being sold 
together with a good cottage, black¬ 
smiths shop and large garden. It is 
well-built of stone with slate roof and

HONITON FESTIVAL 

2011 

Last year the Honiton 
Festival held four con¬ 
certs, held over two week¬ 
ends. Again Honiton's St. 
Paul's Church provided 
an acoustically near per¬ 
fect venue for the two 
lunchtime concerts, while 
there were ventures out 
to the village church at 
Cotleigh, and the beauti¬ 
ful Parish Church atOttery 
St. Mary for the evening 
concerts. 

The programme pro¬ 
vided an interesting 
mixture of musical fare 
provided by two stalwarts 
of the concert scene and 
two brilliant up-and-com¬ 
ing young players who 
have already made their 
mark. 

Festival President, coun¬ 
ter-tenor James Bowman, 
making a second appear¬ 
ance at the event and now 
winding down his long 
career in early music, 
gave the first recital. 

Following a reception 


at Cotleigh House the 
audience was entranced 
by a 'joyous evening 
of songs and readings 
from Elizabethan Eng¬ 
land' during which lutenist 
Lynda Sayce provided 
accompaniments and 
instrumental solos, and 
choice readings came 
from Alfred Bradley. Of 
course, John Dowland, 
England's greatest lute¬ 
nist composer, loomed 
large in the programme, 
but there were other 
names, familiar and less 
familiar, from that great 
age of England's music 
when everyone of note, it 
seems, was able to play 
an instrument, or sing. 

Thomas Campion and 
Thomas Ford, Orlando 
Gibbons, Jeremiah Clarke 
and Richard Farrantwere 
there, as well as lesser 
names such as Edward 
Johnson and Michael 
Cavendish, and their 
songs were rendered with 
such an authoritative feel 
for the period. 


The first of the lunchtime 
concerts, following the ex¬ 
cellent lunch always avail¬ 
able, was given by the 
brilliant young clarinettist 
Julian Bliss who joined the 
Cavalieri Quartet in those 
two mainstays of such 
ensembles - the Clarinet 
Quintets by Mozart and 
Brahms. 

These works rarely fail 
to enthuse an audience 
and this occasion was no 
exception as they were 
played with panache and 
deep feeling. The quartet 
completed the programme 
with a satisfying perform¬ 
ance of Haydn's Sunrise 
Quartet (Op.76, No.4) 

New Zealand violinist 
Ben For the final concert it 
was another veteran and 
showman of the concert 
platform, the renowned, 
inimitable trumpet player 
Crispian Steele-Perkins, 
who thrilled a large audi¬ 
ence. 

He brought along his 
small group of Baroque 
musicians, who style them¬ 


selves the Handel Players, 
to join him in a fascinating 
group of seventeenth and 
eighteenth century works 
most of which featured the 
trumpet. 

Handel and Purcell were 
represented, not always 
with their most familiar 
works, and there were 
others such as Stradella, 
Albinoni and Vivaldi. 
Crispian has a marvel¬ 
lous, friendly stage pres¬ 
ence and he loves to 
talk to his audience and 
speak about his various 
historical trumpets, and 
so everyone went away 
so much the wiser having 
heard the various trum¬ 
pets from the hosepipe 
to today's modern valved 
instrument. 

Short this year's Festival 
may have been, but it was 
well up to standard, bring¬ 
ing great artists and great 
music to East Devon.

Hemyock is the largest 
village on the Black- 
down Hills, Devon, 
which is now desig¬ 
nated as an Area of 
Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (AONB). 

The parish has an area 
of about 2350 hectares, 
and lies on the NW of 
the Blackdown Hills. The 
village has a very long 
history, some prehistoric 
remains may be found, 
from about 100 BC to 
well beyond. In the middle 
ages local iron ores were 
smelted in small bloomer- 
ies (furnaces) to produce 
pure iron. In Saxon times 
a battle was fought at Si- 
monsburrow between the 
native Britons and King 


Ime's Saxon army, which 
put an end (temporarily) 
to the Kings expansion to 
the west. 

The name Hemyock could 
have originated from the 
British stream name "Sami- 
aco" (meaning summer), 
other authorities suggest 
a Saxon origin from a 
personal name "Hemman" 
coupled with a Saxon 
word for a bend or a hook 
(occi). 

Hemyock gave its name 
to the Hemyock Hundred, 
a unit of 7 parishes, that 
was an administrative unit 
of local government during 
the Saxon period. 

After the Norman conquest 
a castle was built adjacent 
to the Parish Church, the 


remains of some towers 
may still be seen. 

Hemyock is a typical up¬ 
land settlement consist¬ 
ing of a central "town" 
surrounded by a number 
of hamlets (Culmdavey, 
Millhayes, Simonsburrow, 
Ashculme, Tedburrow, 
Madford, Mountshayne 
etc). From the 1500's to the 
early 1 800's much of the 
parishes wealth came from 
the production of wool. 
The population remained 
fairly constant throughout 
the 1 800's, and until the 
end of the second word 
war. Since then a number 
of housing estates have 
been built, and our popula¬ 
tion has increased to over 
2000 .
